In urging restoration of the pres- 
ent automobile levy of 3 per cent, 
Mellon declared “the insistent de- 
mand for repeal of this tax does 
not come from the automobile pur- 
chasers, but from the manufactur- 
ers and dealers, who have organ- 
ized an intensive propaganda, and 
of necessity do not look at our tax 
problem as a whole, but concen- 
trate their attention on the one tax 
which they believe affects their 
own interests.” . 

“Tax revision on the basis of 
meeting the demands of special in- 
terests,” he said, “inevitably leads 
to serious maladjustments of the 
burdens. As a matter of principle 
it is difficult to justify the repeal 
of this tax. Levied at & low rate, 
it imposes no particular hardships, 
yet by reason of the broad base on 
which it rests it preduces substan- 
tial revenue. The cost of Fed- 
eral Government is al borne 
to & véry large extent, indeed, when 
we consider the size of our popu- 
lation, by the comparatively small 
number that pay direct taxes. A 
further material reduction in in- 
direct taxes will produce a very 
ill-balanced tax system under 
which our national Government 
will be supported, not by the entire 
body of our citizens, but by a lim- 
ited class. The cost of the gov- 
ernment of all should not be borne 
by the few.”

Negro Maid Says Auto 
Thief Is Man Who Broke 
Into House and Hit Her 
on Head. 


A pair of thick shell-rimmed 
glasses led to the identification to- 
day of Fred Hopkins of St. Louis, 
two-term ex-convict, as the armed 
man who attempted last Tuesday 
to invade the home of Herbert A. 
Hull, 7526 Cornell avenue, Univer- 
sity City, apparently intent on rob- 
bery. Hopkins was wearing the 
glasses when his wild dash half 
across Missouri, in which he stoie 
three automobiles, was halted by a 
bullet near BAllwin. 

Her head bandaged as result of 
a blow the intruder struck with 
his revolver, Luella Grandberry, 
Negro maid in the Hull home, con- 
fronted Hopkins at Clayton at noon 
and told Prosecuting Attorney 
Mueller she recognized him by the 
glasses as her assailant. 

Deputies Shoot at Hopkins. 

The glasses had attracted the 
attention of Chief Deputy Consta- 
ble Boenecke of Central Town- 
ship when Central Township depu- 
ties and Maplewood police, 
in wait for Hopkins as he sped 
east toward St. Louis on the Man- 
chester road, arrested him after 
an exchange of shots. Boenecke 
reported the resemblance between 
Hopkins and the description of the 
intruder, as furnished by the maid 
and Joseph Daletti, a paper hanger 
The in- 
truder had fired a shot at Daletti, 
but the maid seized his arm and 
deflected the bullet. The maid’s 
screams for help caused the in- 
truder to flee without loot. 

Prosecuting Attorney Mueller in- 
dicated he would issue 
charging burglary and assault with 
intent to kill against Hopkins, 

Series of Auto Thefts. 

The State Commissioner of Mo- 
tor Vehicles at Jefferson City sent 
notice to police on the road ‘to Bt. 
Louis that Hopkins had abandoned 
a stolen automobile at Westphalia, 
Mo., stolen a second car there and 
abandoned it at Jefferson City, and 
was speeding toward St. Louis in a 
third stolen car. 

Traps were set for Hopkins at 
Mount Sterling and Union, but he 
went by before his presence was 
known. Near Ballwin he failed to 
heed the orders of the Deputies 
and police to stop. They fired 11 
shots at him. One bullet grazed 
his skull. He lost control of his 
car, which upset in a ditch. 

One of several shots Hopkins 
fired passed through the wind- 
shield of a car occupied by Police 
Chief Kavanaugh and Policeman 
Walsh of Maplewood. Walsh was 
cut by glass. Lodged in the Clay- 
ton jail, Hopkins refused to ex- 
plain his flight.

SIEVERS FINED $1000 
IV FIGHT FLM CASE 


Jail Sentence Imposed at First 
Hearing, Not Repeated 
After-Appeal. 


Although a legal technicality 
had been eliminated by the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office in order to 


make a jail term possible for Wil- 
liam Sievers, who brought prize 
fight films into Missouri, Federal 
Judge Davis let Sievers off with 
a $1000 fine when he pleaded guil- 
ty today. 

Sievers, former manager of the 
Grand Central Theater in which 
he was financially interested with 
his brother-in-law, City Collector 
Koeln, brought the Dempsey- 
Sharkey films and the second 
Dempsey-Tunney pictures into 
Missouri last year in violation of 
the Federal law against interstate 
transportation of fight pictures. 

He pleaded guilty to the first 
charge and paid a $600 fine im- 
posed by Federal Judge Faris. 
Later he pleaded guilty. to a sec- 
ond charge, expecting another fine, 
but Judge Faris surprised by giv- 
ing him a six-months’ jail term as 
well as $1000 fine. 


After spending 17 days in jail, 
Sievers was released when his at- 
torney, James E. Carroll, contend- 
ed that imprisonment was egal 
only after an indictment had been 
returned, whereas Sievers had 
pleaded guilty on an information. 

To eliminate this technicality, 
the District Attorney had the grand 
jury indict Sievers. In the docket- 
ing of cases, Sievers’ case was as- 
signed to Judge Davis, instead of 
Judge Faris, and today’s $1000 fine 
followed.

Dr. Stewart said, “but so far as I 
am concerned

Mexico began for the second time 
the celebration of Holy Week with- 
out’ priests to officiate in the Ro- 
man Catholic churches of the r-- 
public, the police arrested 63 ad- 
herents of the church yesterday. 
They were taken into custory in a 
suburb, Coyoacan, and charged 
with conducting an anti-Govern- 
ment junta in support of the insur- 
gents of Jalisco. 

The prisoners include thre» 
priests, and the police said that 
they found In the house where al! 
were taken a quantity of anti-Gov-~ 
ernment propaganda as wel’ as 
evidence that the place was tised 
as a base of supplies for the Jalisco 
“‘rebels.’’ 

In contrast to the conditions in 
Jalisco and a few other states 
where Federal soldiers are pursii- 
ing roaming bands’ called by the 
Government ‘Catholic rebels.” 
Mexico City is a scene of carnival! 
and merry making witn no notice- 
able demonstrations or feelings on 
the religious question. 

The people enter the priestiens 
churches as they please, offer their 
prayers and depart without inter- 
ference. | 

Iaymen Conduct Services. 

In some of the churches laymen, 
and even women, conduct services 
to the extent that is possible for 
them as substitutes for the priests. 
This has been done’ since the

‘service, eight of them as Mayor of St. Louis and 10 
as receiver of the United Railways, Rolla Wells has 
ene strong conviction. He is convinced, as he said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, that “we urgently need 
rapid transit, underground or overhead. We cannot 
get it on the surface in this day of the automobile. 
There is no more to say on this subject. The car 
rider and motorist find themselves in a jam every 
day.” 

Mr. Wells was one of the best Mayors St. Louis 
ever had. He was World’s Fair Mayor, and his work 
in the City Hall was marked by integrity and effi- 
ciency in conducting the business of the city. His 
receivership of the U. R. was a model of sound busi- 
ness management. He handed over the properties 
entrusted to him in far better condition than they 
were when put into his charge. He is conservative 
in his views, but constructive and progressive in 
action. 

Reviewing the growth and needs of St. Louis for 
the Post-Dispatch at the close of his receivership, 
he said he was convinced of the need for subways 
or elevated street railway lines for St. Louis more 
than 20 years ago, while he was Mayor, when he 
had an enabling act passed by the Legislature, but 
nothing came of it.

The need of State regulation of aviation activities,

analysis of air fatalities in 1927 compiled by the 
Aeronautical Chamber of Commerce. 

The survey shows that of 164 fatalities during the 


.| year, 131, or 80 per cent, occurred in unlicensed

Under present conditions, however, only airplanes 
flying in interstate traffic must be licensed, since 
the Federal jurisdiction does not extend to planes 
operating within the limits of any State. 

The same Chamber of Commerce report shows that 
over regular passenger routes, which are under Gov- 
ernment supervision, there was only one fatality 
in 1,413,330 miles of operation. That would be a 
good record for automobile operation on cross coun- 
try travel. : .

A British View of Our Unemployment 


America Is Being Victimized by Its Own Progress; It Is Becoming Wealthier and 
Wealthier, Yet It Has Not Learned to Distribute Wealth; Therefore, Unemploy- 


ment amd Bread Lines.

In plain, prosaic words, a crisis of unem- 
ployment has begun, which as yet the rul- 
ers of this Republic—if, indeed, it is ruled— 
have not deigned to notice. In no depart- 
ment of life is its singular neglect of po- 
litical action so staggering. Not only is 
there no regular mechanism, either in the 
Union or in the States, for combating or 
alleviating unemployment; there is not 
even a mechanism which can measure it. 


T HE shadow of a partial eclipse is creep- 


* There is no insurance system; there is no 


Labor Exchange. In no country is the art 
of the statistician so highly developed. He 
teems in the banks, the universities, the in- 
numerable academic or social foundations. 
He will tell you to the last decimal point 
how many yards or tons of every conceiva- 
ble commodity the factories have produced, 
the railroads have carried, and the public 
has bought. But he does not know the 
number of unemployed. 

At last, however, the unofficial experts 
are beginning to publish guesses which take 
one’s breath away. It is, indeed, evident 
to the naked eye that something is grave- 
ly wrong. The ‘bread lines,” by which 
Amiericans mean the queues of the destitute 
who wait outside the doors of the soup 
kitchens and the offices of charitable so- 
cieties, are lengthening out, until here and 
there they block the streets at n hours 
and incommode the traffic. e Charity 
Organizatidn Society—for charity . the only 
resource for the stricken—is publishing its 
appeals. Here in New York it declares it 
has had no such demand upon it for il 
years. It spent more in December last than 
in any previous December in its history. It 
is already heavily in debt. The Mayor has 
called a conference which meets today, and 
Gor. ‘Al’ Smith—who hopes to be a presi- 
dential candidate—has called for a prompt 
investigation. But with it all, one notes 
hardly a beginning of public interest. Such 
hews as even the more serious papers print 
is brief, bald, and inconspicuous, and for it 
one must search in the remoter pages of the 
huge unbound encyclopedias which in this 
country serve as daily newspapers. No one 
is seriously concerned. 

The most careful attempt to guess at the 
extent of the unemployment was published 
this week by an wnofficial institution 
known as the Labor Bureau. It started 
from the known figures of the decline in 
employment in certain industries, and then 
guessed at the figures in the rest, while de- 
ducting—again by guesswork—an estimate 
for those who may have quitted factories 
to find work in such thriving careérs as the 
promotion of installment buying by house- 
to-house canvassing, . or in the service of 
everyman'’s motor car. The result can only 
be a guess, but I believe it is a conservative 
guess; Tf have heard able economists argu- 
ing for a much higher figure. The chances 


are that. at this moment, there are at jeast 


four million unemployed in this prosperous 
republic. That means 10 per cent of the oc- 


T is the explanation? Tire odd thing 


about it is that some of the usual signs 
of depressed trade are absent. There bas 
been no “slump” in prices. “The volume 
of business,” declares the National City 
Bank, is “distinctly above the average.” 
The index of prices compiled by the Federal 
Reserve Board, which seems fo include the 
last perfections of statistical ingenuity, 
shows over a long period an almost uncanny 
stability. From the beginning of 1925 on- 
ward, month by month, this index of the 
general price jevel—as compared with 1913 
-—~has never falien below 168, nor risen 
above 173. It has been all but absolutely 
steady round the figure 170. One might 
not be surprised, under these conditions, if 


special circumstances were to produce se- 


vere unemployment in some group of 
trades, but ought not a steady general level 
of prices to mean a fairly steady general 
level of employment? Evidently it does 


not.

The explanation is, I think, evident when 
one turns to the available statistics, which 
in their way are highly instructive. They 
have been analyzed by a skilled economist, 
Prof. 8S. H.- Schiichter, in the New Repub- 
Ne, the one paper which has persistently 
and ably sought to rivet attention on this 
crisis. The statistics enable us, over a wide 
range of manufacturing industries, to 
measure both production and employment. 

The figure 100 means the average of fac- 
tory output and factory employment in the 
period 1923-1925. 

During the first 19 months of 1927 the 
index of factory output rose to 107. 

In the same pericd the index of factory 
employment fell to 96. 

In other words, with & per cent fewer 
employes, the factories turned out 7 per 
cent more goods.
